LEVEES 


Breaks on the Yolo Side of 
the Sacramento. 


The River Higher Than It Has Ever 
Been Known to Be Before. 


An Overland’s Narrow Escape on an 
Undermined Trestle. 


Marysville Surrounded by Water, but in 
No Danger of Flood--Colusa in the 
Midst of a Vast 
Lake. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 27.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The river reached the 
highest point this evening, 28 feet 7 
inches, which is a foot and a half higher 
than last May, when it was higher than 
ever before. At no time have the levees 
on the east side been in danger, but to- 
night various breaks have occurred on 
the Yolo side, and tremendous bodies of 
water are pouring through into the 
tule bottoms, and will also sweep sev- 
eral farms on that side and cause great 
individual losses. 

One break eight miles below Wash- 
ington is halfa mile wide, and swept 
out the house and barn of a man named 
Heiser, but whether or not the family 
had abandoned the house is not known. 
It is likely they had left it, as the levee 
had been threatened since yesterday. 

In consequence of these breaks on the 
west side the river is falling rapidly 
here, while it is likely other breaks will 
occur before morning on the same side 
north of Washington. 

Trains from the city continue to run 
in all directions, although they are all 
more or less late in consequence of 
high water in other places. Somehow 
the impression has got out that Sacra- 
mento was in danger, but there is no 
foundation for the statement whatever. 
A person could travel afoot anywhere 
out of the city except across the tule 
basin on the west side of the river. 

The headgate to the sewer at the Y 
street levee had been lef: open, and the 
water, reaching higherthan ever, burst 
through at that point, causing a report 
that the levee had brokem: ‘No daniage 
was done, and the headgate was soon 
closed. Theriveris so high that the 
railroad company fears to open the 
draw of the bridge, and orders have 
been given for steamboats now up the 
river to remain at the places where 
they are now located until the water 
subsides. 

When the eastern\overland express 
was crossing the trestle over the 
American River bottoms this morning it 
was noticed that the timbers sagged, 
and the train was sent back. It was 
ascertained that the swift water had 
washed out a number of piles. Division 
Superintendent J. B. Wright sent outa 
large force of men to repair the dam- 
age. Passengers will be transferred 
on planks laid across the trestle and 
sent to San Francisco this afternoon. 
No mail or express matter will be 
brought over until trains can move. 

Reports from the mountains say the 
weather is very foggy, with indications 
of more rain. 


AT MARYSVILLE. 


The — Surrounded by Water, 
no Danger. 

Dec. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The impression that vhis 
city had been flooded, or that there was 
any great danger of it s being flooded, is 
erroneous. The water has surrounded 
the town and brokan several levees 
southwest and north of here, but has 
not given any great scare here, though 
the usual «precautions were of course 
taken by the mercantile interests. 
The water reached early this morning 
the 18 feet 11 inch mark, being three 
inches less than on Saturday and a foot 
higher than ever known before. The 
levees could easily have stood two or 
three feet more if it was possible to get 
that much more water on the vast sur- 
face which spread out from the conflu- 
ence of the Yuba and Feather. With 
that much more of a rise, however, the 
entire country as far as Sacramento 
would be flooded and the district en- 
closed by the Marysville’s levees free 
from water, save the seepage, which is 
easily handled by the pumping plant. 

The agricultural lands which have 
suffered by overflow are not of the great- 
est value, and taken as a whole the 
damage done will not be as great as 
was at first estimated. The lossof live 
stock, when the vast stretch of water is 
taken into consideration, is remarkably 
small, $10,000 covering it ali fot both 
Yuba and Sutter counties. Conserva- 
tive farmers, who were in town today, 
hold out considerable hope of being 
able to planton the lands now inun- 
dated. 


HIGH WATER ELSEWHERE. 


but in 


Colusa Almost Surrounded— Breaks in the 
Levees at Various Places. 

Co.ivsa Dec. 27.—[By the Associated 
Press.| No rain has fallen since yester- 
day. Theriverisrising slowly. Colusa 
is almost surrounded by water, caused 
by breaks above and below and back- 
water. The town is in no danger. 
Trains are running ontime. The dam- 
age will be considerable to farmers on 
Grand Island, on the plains and south of 
Colusa. ‘There are fifteen breaks.in the 
levee between Colusa and Butte City. 
It is reported the latter is under water. 

RepvinG, Dec. 27.—The storm sub- 
sided last evening, and there has been 
little rain since. The river has gone 


down, and travel is uninterrupted. 
The weather looks threatening. There 
is no furtherdamage to report, except 


the loss of a boat and machinery on the 
river used for mining the bed of the 
stream.. The boat was owned by Diesid- 
horut Bros. 

Rev Brirrr, Dec. 27.—The storm 
abated last night. A few smali bridges 
and culverts were washed out. Roads 
are pretty badly damaged by land- 
slides and washouts. Zhe railroad 
bridge across Deer Creek, rear Vina, is 
down. The Sierra Lumber Company's 
flume is pretty, badly damaged. Sev- 
erai jengths were blown down. The 


Sacramento River here is down to 23', 
feet. 

Fort Ross, Dec. 27.—The storm which 
began Saturday wasthe hardest expe- 
perienced in this.vicinity. The wind 


blown off: Late timbers of the fort, 
which was bmlt in 1812, were scat- 
tered in all dir@ctions. Windows were 
broken in houses. and roofs and barns 
were blown aw&y. Fences everywhere 
were leveled tothe ground. The creek 
rose rapidly @ni the water gate was 
carried away. Sevenand eighty-nine 
hundredths imehes of rain fell during 


county and cOMsiierable damage has 
been done to féfices. orchards and build- 
ings. The raififall for the storm is 3 
inches. Total for the season 11.43. 

BAKERSFIELD, Dec. 27.—The river yes- 
terday was the highest for cleven vears. 
The rise was cawsed by warm rains and 
the melting of s00w in the mountains, 
No serious damave was done. 


Moprsto, Dec. 27.—The Tuolumne 
River reached the twenty-five-foot 
mark Sunday last, being the highest 


for ten years; The bottoms of the 
Tuolumne, Stamisiaus and San Joaquin 
rivers have been overflowed. Stock 
has gehtrally been saved, though two 
dead horses were seen floating down 
the Tuolumne. The water is muddy an 
fcontaing much d@ébris. At the joint 
dam the water ran over at a depth of 
fifteen feet, but the dam shows no dam- 
age. The rivers are now going down. 

Fresno, Dec. 27.—Indications are 
favorable tor a good farming season. 


Feed and grain crops are growing 
rapidly. The fainfall to daté is 3.55 
inches.. The Weather is foggy, but

Mexican Troops ‘Again Put to Rout 
by Rebels. 


The Revolution Gaining in Strength— 
Guerrero Now Threatened With At- 
tack—Situation on the Rio Grande 
Becoming Very Grave.

Larepo (Tex.,) Dec. 27.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] A report is current 
here that a battle took place yesterday 
near Los Animas, Mexico, east of Guer- 
réro, between 800 Mexican troops and 
250 revolutionists, in which thirteen 
soidiers were killea and many wounded. 
and several revolutianists were also 
killed and wopnded. The report says 
the revolutionists were commanded‘ by 
Gen. Estrada, : the Mexican troops 
by Garcia. ° 

“Laten.—Since the above was sent the 
report of the battle above mentioned 
has been confirmed, and it is said the 
Mexican troops were routed. It is said 
that the town of Guerrero is now in 
danger of being captured by the revo- 
lutionists. Many Mexican soldiers are

The revolution is assuming a more 
serious aspect than it was thought it 
would at first, and Uncle Sam is doing 
right in rushing United States troops to

der continues. 

WasnHinctox, Dec. 27.—A telegram 
partment of Texas says that Lieut. 
West of the Third Cavalry struck a 
camp of Mexican bandits on the 24th 
inst. near Roma. The bandit pickets 
fired on the troops and made a short 
stand. They then scattered in all di- 
rections. One bandit was killed and 
one wounded. West captured a number 
of horses, with accoutrements and am- 
munition. 


To Test.the Exclusion Act. 

BurraLo, Dec. 27.—An attorney has 
been retained tocarry the case of Wong 
Sing Chung; a Chinaman recently ar- 
rested on the Niagara frortier under 
the Exclusion Act, to the United States 
Supreme Court, by a writ of habeas 
corpus. Wong was sentenced by the 
United States Commissioner to thirty 
days’ imprisonment and then to be re- 
turned to China. He claims to have re- 
sided in Baltimore, Salt Lake City and 
San Francisco. 


A Rallroad to Be Sold.

Queenstown 


After a Narrow Escape from Going 
to the Bottom.

Queenstown, Dec. 27.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| The steamer Noord- 
land arrived here today with a broken 
shaft. The voyage of the Noordland 
was tempestuous almost from the hour 
of leaving Sandy Hook. The wind blev 
almost a hurricane, and the ship had 


much difficulty .in making headway 
through the waves: Some passengers 
were so apprehensive of danger that 


they could not be induced to retire at 
night, and sat about the saloon, dozing 


at intervals, and ready, with their 
clothes Q&,. to take to the boats in the 
event of an ‘accident Waves tossed 


their icy foam the decks wntil the 
lower rigging itself was like a skating 
pond. Capt. Nickles, his officers and 
secure the 
safety of the ship, and the sailors never 
shirked an order, however perilous and 
painful. 

The Noordland labored along success- 
fully until Thursday evening. It wasa 
bitter cold night, and the passengers 
were congratulating themselves on 
gradually nearing the end of their 
stormy voyage. The steamer was in 
lat. 18° 52’ W. and long. 50° 15’ when, 
at 9:20 inthe eveniug, a tremendous 
crash was heard and the vessél quivered 
from end toend. Passengers who were 
sitting up were tossed like ninepins, 
several of them being thrown tothe 
floor. Three terrible blows resounded, 
one after the other, as ifthe vessel 
4were being struck by a gigantic ham- 
mer, which indeed was the fact. 

The fright of some people was pitiful 
to behold. They rushed hither and 
thither, delaying the officers in their 
efforts to get.at the cause and extent of 
the disaster. Capt. Nickles knew weil 
enough what the sound meant, and with 
reassuring words to the passengers he 
hastened to investigate personally. 
The engines raced furiously, while the 
broken shaft seemed to crush the ship 
at every concussion. Water rushed 
into the tube, menacing the stoke-hole 
and engine-rooms, and the panic-stricken 
passengers thought for a while the ves- 
sel was about to sink. 

Several minutes elapsed before word 
was given for the engines to stop. The 
Noordland lay helpless. tossed by the 
gale, and as the water rushed in there 
seemed imminent danger of sinking. 
The pumps were manned and put to 
work, every man of the‘ crew being 
summoned to duty. For twenty-four 
hours continuously the pumps were kept 
at work and the water prevented from 
gaining on the vessel. The excited pas- 
sengers, finding that they were not in 
instant peril of being swallowed up by 
the waves, regained their courage and 


on 


patiently waited for a Steamer to tow 


them into port. 

At the time of the accident the Noord- 
land was 400 miles west of Queenc- 
town. The crippled steamer was 
sighted by the steamship Ohio, which 
left Philadelphia on the same day that 
the Noordland left New York, and the 
needed assistance was at once extended. 
The voyage to Queenstown in tow was 
attended by much difficulty, and contin- 
uous stormy weather made it necessary 
to navigate with caution; but the Noord- 
land arrived without further accident.

Trying to Exorcise Electricity and 
Magnetism. 

Last week Senator Mitchell of Ore- 
gon made a nincompoop of himself, and 
advertised the fact to the world by in- 
troducing inthe Senate a bill for the 
prohibition of electro-maynetism, mes- 
merizing and hypnotising human beings, 
etc., and prescribing punishments. 
One of the provisions of the bill is that 
any person, who, anywhere within the 
jurisdiction of the United States, shall 
apply a current of electricity for the 
purpose of affecting another, or who 
does so affect, shall be guilty of crime 
punishable by death, and that anv per- 
son having knowledge of such current 
having been applied, who fails to notify 
the proper authorities, shall be deemed 
an accessory, aad punished by a fine of 


notless than $5000, nor more than 
$20,000, or, by imprisonment ranging 


_ from two years to the period of his nat- 


ural life. 

This isa heroic kick from the old 
fogyism of the time, and we imagine 
that Senator Mitchell's bill is doomed 
to be laughed to death or smothered in 
the files of a committee. 

Had the measure stopped with pro- 
posing, not absolute inhibitior, but 
reasonable regulations for the practice 


of mesmerism and hypnotism, it might 
bave been well enough, though this 
probably falls within the province of 


| State legislation, and should not prop- 
erly be taken up by Congress at all. 


There are now on the statute books of 
most of the States laws prohibiting the 


_hypnotizing of an individual against 
his consent, and providing heavy pun-— 


ishment therefor. This is well; and 
probably the restrictions might be ex- 
tended still further with advantage, 
limiting the practice of hypnotism to 
/members of the medical profession for 
purely therapeutic and scientific pur- 
poses. Noneare more pronounced in 
their opinion that hypnotismis a dan- 
gerous power inthe hands of an ignor- 
ant or dishonest operator than the men 
who have achieved eminence in this 
bratich of science. Charcot, of the 
Hospital Saltpetiere, Paris, who is at 
the head of his profession in all that 
pertainsto animal magnetism, advises 
that the practice of hypnotism be 
taken from the hands of  char- 
latans and showmen altogether, 
and surrounded with the most careful 


safeguards in the medical profession. 
One has but to understand how it

it possible for one person to ob- 
tain such complete control over the 
will power of another that the subject 
implicitly obeys the hypnotist’s com- 
mands, notonly during the hypnotic 
state, but hours, or days, or even 
weeks after he has apparently emerged 
from it, to appreciate what a dangerous 
power it might become in the hands of 
an evil-disposed person. At the same 
time, hypnotism has its uses, and time 
will show them to be among the great- 
est beneficences accorded to mankind. 
The hypnotists of the Hospital Salt- 
petiere are able to place a patient un- 
der this influence and amputate a leg, 
v an arm, or perform the most difficult 

nd naturally painful operation upon 
him, while he remains utterly oblivious 
tothe whole proceeding. More than 
that, they may place him in the enjoy- 
ment of the most delicious music or the 
most sumptuous of imaginary banquets 
while he is undergoing the operation. 
No other anwsthetic knewn to man ap- 
proaches hypnotism, when skillfully in- 
voked, for thoroughness and safety. 
This practice has also great resources 
in curing nervous and mental disorders. 
No method has yet been devised 
for hypnotizing a person completely 
crazed, but many people affected witha 
monomania may be reached by it and 
their illusions thereby dispelled. The 
medical profession is only beginning to 
recognize the tremendous power for good 
placed in their hands by the develop- 
met of this science, and within the 
next decade we expect to see it carried 
into much more general practice and its 
possibilities, already so astounding, 
still further developed. 

Shakespeare makes Macbeth ask the 
doctor: 


Canst thou not minister to a mind diseas‘d, 

Pluck from the memory a rooted sorrow, 

Raze out the written troubles of the brain, 

And, with some sweet oblivious antidote,’ 

Cleanse stuffad bosom of that perilous 
stu 

Which weighs upon the heart? 


And when the physician replies that 
his pills and potions are unequal to it, 
Macbeth makes the angry rejoinder: 
Throw physic to the dogs; I'll none of it. 

It is possible that in hypnotism the 
doctors have found the ‘‘sweet oblivious 
antidote’? so long ‘sought, though its 
efficacy is as yet but partially proven. 
It will minister to a mind partially but 
not wholly diseased. To attempt legis- 
lation against the proper use of this, 
the greatest boon ever given to suffer- 
ing humanity, and possibly one of the 
greatest curative agents in certain 
affections, is simply monstrous. 

But, in attempting to taboo the use 
of electricity for any purpose, Senater 
Mitchell's bill is even more palpably at 
fault. Electricity as a tonic and cura- 
tive agent has been much more gener- 
ally adopted by the medicai profession 
than hypnotism. Thousands of gal- 
vanic batteries are turned out every 
year by the factories, especially adapted 
for medical practice. While it is true 
that this treatment calls for great skill 
and special training to make it bene- 
ficial, there is little danger in a chance 
current from the ordinary galvanic bat- 
tery, evenin the hands of a novice. 
They do not generate a current strong 
enough to shock anybody to oa 
Any patient who is givena charge 
ficient to effect him detrimentally will 
protest with enough vigor to stop the 
process, and will be careful about un- 
dertaking another ordeal of the kind. 
The galvanic battery or the frictional 
machine might be made an _ instru- 
ment of torture in the hands of a 
cruel-minded person having another in 
his power, but so may the lancet be made 
an instrument of torture, so may fire, so 
may water. Wecannot inhibit water 
and fire and lancets because they are 
subject to misuse. 

If Senator Mitchell and his constitu- 

ency, who are backing up his efforts 
with memorials and protests, want to 
banish electricity altogether from the 
service of maa, they should formulate 
a bill limiting the processes of nature. 
The human brainis itself a galvanic 
battery of wonderful power. The 
nerves and muscles, and arteries and 
veins, and all the tissues of the body 
are constant cynductors of electricity. 
It is more than probable that all the 
sensations which the brain is capable 
of receiving are conveyed to it through 
the sensory nerves by electric currents. 
The most reasonable explanation that 
has ever been made of the origin of 
a physical impulse is that it starts 
with the generation 
current jn the brain, is transmitted 
through the nerves to the muscles, and 
thus calls the organs of the body into 
action. Medical writers recognize the 
presence of electric currents constantly 
playing through the nerves and muscles 
during life. The most careful of chemical 
and microscopiganalvses of nerve fibre 
have failed to gote any organic change 
during or subsequent to the transmis- 
sion of animpulse. Butifa steel needle 
be thrust through a nerve and al- 
lowed to remain there some time, or if 
a nerve bedivided by a lancet and the 
knife remain a few moments between 
the divided ends,.both needle and lan- 
cet will be magnetized. As everybody 
knows, magnetization is induced by elec- 
tric currents. 
There is reason to believe” that 
all of our mental and physical processes 
are carried on by the generation and 
transmission of electric currents, and 
that this force represents the myste- 
rious and subtle connection between 
mind and matter. It is no stretch of 
the imagination to say that mankind 
could not exist.for a single instant with- 
out the presence of these currents in 
the body. Electricity is, in effect, the 
vital spark fer all animal life. 

How grotesquely foolish it is, then, 
for a man—a Senator of the United 
States—an old fogy at least two hun- 
drei years_behind the times—who lives; 
moves and has his being through elec- 
trical action, though he probably does 
not know it—to attempt to exorcise 
electricity and drive it out of the human 
economy! Senator Mitchell will need 


' to apply himself most assiduously tothe 


study ofelectricity for a whole year be- 
fore he can,comprehend how great a 
fool has made of himself. He eri- 
dently needs more light on the subject, 
and we'll tell him how to get it. df 
be is feeling particularly full of vim 
and energy ona dry day, let him shuffle 
across the floor in his stocking feet, 
turn on thé gas and start the flame with 
asnap of his fingers. That will give 
him more light.

California Gold.

The days of rich pockets and nuggets 
are by no means over inCalifornia. For 
instance, a few weeks ago they got 
$10,000 out of apocketin the Stow 
mine, Forbestown, Buttecounty, and the 
mine since made a clean-up of $820,000. 
Henry Miller of Magalia,-ig the same 
county, found a little pocket in his 
claim from which he took outina few 
minutes $580. Ed Gilbert found in his 
drift mine, near Butcher Ranch, Placer 
county, a nugget worth 82300. It was 
about ten inches the long way, from 
three to seven inches in width, and 
from aninchtoan inch anda half in 
thickness. The whole surface was very 
irregular. Its beauty consisted of hav- 
ing the formation of crvstallized 
quartz, with clear-cut corners, the 
sides of whose cubes shone with daz- 
zling brilliancy at any angle from 
which a person viewed it. The 
mine has been worked more or less 
since 1856. Louis Page and partners 
at Bald Mountain, Tuolumne county, 
after working a tunnel for nineteen 
months, have struck several very rich 
pockets, where they found nuggets 
worth $40, $80 and $140, and more in 
sight. These are only a few instances 
seen in our exchanges in the past week 
or so, and there are, doubtless, others 
not chronicled. There are thousands of 
Chinese working in the mines of the 
State, but no one ever knows what they 
get; andin the richer claims run by 
white men little is said of the product. 
The gold-mining interests of California 
are becoming better recognized than 
they have been of late years. The 
northera counties are only partly pros- 
pected, and eveninthe older mining 
regions there is room for discovery. 
There are many mines being worked 
steadily by private parties which are 
paying handsomely, but as no stock is 
for sale very little is said of them i 
the public prints.

DINNER IS AN OLD INSTITUTION. 


It Has Always Enjoyed the Distinction of 
Being the Chief Meal. 

‘It is believed by some that the word 
dinner springs from a corruption of the 
word ‘‘dixheures,’’ indicating the time 
at which, in the old Norman days, this 
meal was taken. The mere idea of 
having dinner at the barbarous hour of 
10 o'clock in the morning would-in all 
probability send a modern chef into a 
fit, yet it was at this carly time that 
persons of quality both in England and 
France. partook of the meal. Froissart 
mentions waiting upon the Duke of 
Lancaster at 5 o’clock in the afternoon, 
after he had supped, and during the 
reign of Francis I and Louis XII of 
France fashionable people dined at 
10:30 and supped at the latest at 6 
o’clock in the evening. Froma North- 
umberland household book bearing date 
1512 one learns that the family rose at 
6 o'clock, breakfasted at 7, dined at 
10, supped at 4, and shut the gates at 


9 p.m. 

| aot XIV did not dine till 12, while 
his contemporaries, Cromwell and 
Charles II, took themealatl. In1700 
the hour was advanced to 2, and in 
1751 thé Duchess of Somerset’s dinner 
time was 3. In 1760 Cowper speaks of 
4 o’clock as the then fashionable time. 
After the battle of Waterloo 6 p.m. was 
the time at which the beau monde took 
their substantial meal, while at the 
present day many of the nobility do not 
dine until 8 or 9. 

The Romans in the time of Cicero and 
Augustus took breakfast from 3 to 4 in 
the morning, a luncheon at 12 or 1, and 
at about 8°o’clock the coena. or princi- 
pal meal of the day, corresponding with 
our dinner. A Roman dinner at the 
house of a wealthy man _ consisted 
chiefly of three courses. All sorts of 
stimulants to the appetite were first 
served up, and_eggs were indispensable 
to the first course. Among the various 
dishes we may instance the guinea hen, 
pheasant, nightingale and the thrush as 
birds most in repute. The Roman 
gourmands held peacocks in great esti- 
mation, especially their tongues. Ma- 
crobius states that they were first eaten 
by Hortensius, the orator, and acquired 
such repute thata single peacock was 
sold at 50 denarii, the denarius being 
equal to about 17 cents of our money.

HAMLIN GARLAND. 


An Entertaining Talk Before 
‘Appreciative Audience. 

The literary world of Los Angeles, 
as represented by members of every 
one of her thirty societies, was abroad 
in Hamlin Garland’s' audience at the 
Charch of the Unity last night. At 8 
o’clock Miss Kelso, the president of the 
Library Club, stepped up among the 
poinsettas and papyrus of the pulpit, 
andin a few graceful phrases intro- 
duced the speaker. 

Mr. Garland spoke easily and gem 
ially, 2nd soon had his auditors at his 
beck as he gave a little outline of the 
philosophy of the grand old epic of 
the conquering of this new world by 
axe and scythe and led to the discovery 
of the farthest, West; of the sands of 
gold which /Cincirmmatus Miller and 
Bret Harte/ have sung, the one 
with awe lof the tragic under ail, 
the other with more of the intimate, 
and each supplemental of the otper. 
Mr. Garland has known Miller person- 
ally, and says the poet will honor Calis 
fornia, as Shasta does, when his critics 
are dust. 

Harte’s later work he deplored as 
‘‘working over the tailings,’’ but gave 
meed of praise to both, as seers who 
spoke for their times to the future and 
paved the way for the special novelists 
of today. 

No man has ever before faced sea 
and sky and mountains with the passion 
and sweetness of Miller, the wondrous 
touch and phrase, andin so doing the 
poet has done more for American liter- 
ature than have a dozen dainty writers 
paraphrasing German and Spanish. 

Mr. Garland read from Miller's song 
of ‘‘Sundown,”’ and his rich, deep voice, 
charged with feeling, added new charm 
to the record of the dreaming and 
daring of those days of old. 

After the lecture proper Mr. Garland 
gave a delightful little elucidation of 
the aim and workings of the Society of 
Psychical Research, of which he is the 
president. 

The whole object of the society is to 
investigate the phenomena of so-called 
spiritualism: First, from the physical 
basis, and later, if necessary, through 
the psychic, the disembodied living in- 
fluence; and, lastly, upon the return of 
the dead. 

Facts, in their essence, with no fear 
as to conclusions, is the whole motif of 
the society, and the parent society en- 
courages the formation of branches to 
centralize, simplify and amplify the in- 
vestigation. 

Mr. Garland has with him printed 
matter explaining details in full. 

Wednesday evening Mr. Garland will 
continue his philosophical disquisition 
into the spirit of literature in his lect- 
ure on ‘‘Americanism in Fiction,’’ and 
give an after talk onthe drama. ° 
one can well afford to miss these de- 
lightful excursions with him into poesy 
and romance. |

For some time past the three boys 
bave spent most of their time begging 
in the southeastern portion of the city, 
going from house to house. Whenever 
they would find any one at home they 
would ask for a dime or nickel, but if 
the house happened to be open and no 
one about they would enter and steal 
anything they could get their hands on. 

Yesterday morning they entered at 
the above number and were given a few 
dimes, when they took their departure, 
but they did not go far, for as soon as 
the inmates left a few minutes later, 
two of the little scamps refntered the 
house while the third stood guard on 
the outside to give warning in case the 
people returned. 

The young burglars got away with a 
$5 gold piece and concealed $4 in sil- 
ver under a table. 

The officer was soon on the trail and 
followed them to the Stier boys’ home.

WORLD’S FAIR DRESS PARADE. 


Meeting at the Chamber of Commerce— 
Southern California's Display. 

Jonathan Beggs, representing the 
Mechanics’ Institute World's Fair dress 
parade, to open in San Francisco Janu- 
ary 10, addressed a small gathering of 
citizens vesterday morning at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and gave instructions 
relative to sending displays to the ex- 
hibition.

Mr. Beggs guarantees the payment of 
all freight for exhibits sent up. He 
will hold a meeting today at Pasadena 
and tomorrow at Pomona. 

The Chamber of Commerce may take 
the matter up and make a fine .display, 
putting in a magnificent case of ex- 
hibits. This would go far toward as- 
suring the success of the Southern Cal- 
ifornia exhibit.

Report of the City “Attorney on the 
Ninth Ward Contest.

If Campbell is Ineligible a New Election 
Will Be Necessary— Bids for Sewer 
Work—Street Improvements 
Ordered, 


The City Council met yesterday morn- 
ing at 10:15 o'clock in regular session, 
Councilman Tufts in the chair and six 
members in attendance. 

W. A. Ryan appeared before the 
Council as attorney for D. F. Donegan, 
the contractor, ia support of a bill for 
jJamages sent in by the latter. [t will 
be remembered that many months ago 
the city decided: to grade, sidewalk and 
pave First: street between Broadway 
and Grand avenue, and advertised for 
bids in the regular form, accepting that 
of Mr. Donegan asthe lowest. The con- 


tractor filed the usual bond and imme- 
diately proceeded on the work, 
on which he was afterward 
stopped by an injunction issued in 


the Superior Court, until condemnation 
suits had been decided and damages 
awarded to property-owners along the 
line of the proposed improvement. The 
work was stopped accordingly amd still 
remains unfinished. Contractor Done- 
gan failed to receive payment for his 
labor and expense, hence the bill for 
damages. 

The report of the Finance'Committee 
Was presented andthe several recom 
mendations adopted. 

REPORTS AND MISCELLANY. 

Councilman Summerland moved that 
a policeman,be stationed at the inter- 
sectior. of Second and Spring streets. 
The matter was referred to the Police 
Commission for action. 

Contractor Donegan asked that his 
bill for damages on the First street 
work be passed upon, but as his demand 
had been placed with the Finance Com- 
mittee, and no action, had been taken 
by that body, the matter went over 
without action. 

~The Land Committce reported, 
gesting that certain petitions be re- 
ferred “to the incoming Council; also 
that the application of Mrs. M. W.

The report was approv ed and filed. 

A petition, sent in by the health de- | 
partment, protesting against the loca- 
tion of a smelter within the city limits 
was also filed.

Ninth Ward, George Schneider, 63 votes: 
J.G. oa 19 votes, and George W. Camp- 
bell, 2ovotes; that.a certificate of elec- 

tion pa issued to Mr. Campbell, and recit- 
ing that he is ineligible to hotd that office 
for the reason that he was not 


a gualitied 
citizen of the Uuited States, and tor that 
reason asks that he (Irvin) be deciared the 
duly elected member of Council from the 
Ninth Ward. The face of the returns have 
shown that Dr. Campbell received the 
Most votes and a certific ate of elec: 
ton was accordingly to him 


Whether he was a citizen or not is 
something which this Council cannot in- 
quire into, that being a matter which will 
Lave to be determined by the courts. If 
all the facts stated by Mr. Irvin were true 
he is not entitled tothe certificate nor to 
the office, as he has not received a major- 
ityor plurality of the votes cast. This 
question has been directly decided in Saun- 


ders against Heines, 1% Cal.. page 145: 
and Crawtord agaist Dunbar. Cal., 
page 36. ing Which the Court savs: “An 
election is the deliberate choiceofa ma)or- 
ity or plurality of the electe ral body. This 


is evidenced by the votes of the electors. 
Bat if a maj ority of those voting bv mis- 


take o” law or fact. happen to cast 
their votes upon an ineligible can- 
Gidate, it by no means follows that 
the next to him on the poll shall re- 


ceive the office. If this be so, a candidate 
might be elected who received onlv a small 
portion of the votes. and who never could 
for this mis- 
take. The votes are not less legal vetes be. 
cause given toaperson in whose behalf 
they cannot be counted: and the person 
who is next to him on the list of candidates 
does not receive a plurality of votes be- 


cause his competitor was ineligible. The 
votes cast for the latter. it is true. cannot 
be counted for him; but there is no reason 


why they should,in effect. be counted for 
the former. who, possibly. could never have 
received them. It is fairer. more just and 


more consistent with the theory of our insti- 
futions, to hold the votessocast as merely in- | 
for the purpose of an election, than | 

fo give them the effect of disappointing 
the popular will, and electing to office a 
man whose pretensions the people had 
Gesigned to reject.’ Consequently, if it 
should appear that Dr. Campbell is not a 
citizen of the United States. it will nec aes 
tate the calling. of an election to elect 
Councilman from that ward.

Afternoon Session. 

All of the members except Council- 
man Rees were in their Sseats at 2 
o'clock when the Council was again 
called to order by President Bonsall. 

As the special order of the hour 
named the petition of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railway Company for permission to 
lay adoubie track on Alameda street 
was called up for consideration. 

Councilman Nickell moved to post- 
pone the whole matter for action by the 
new Council, which motion prevailed, 
much to the disappointment of the 
crowded lobby. 

STREET IMPROVEMENT. 

A supplementary report approving 
the demand of A. P. Cross for street 
sprinkling was also disposed of with a 
like order. 

The second special’ order called up 
was the matter of Castelar street work. 
A protest was read by the clerk from N, 
W. Hammond and others, asking that 
proceedings be postponed. 

The subject was then argued pro and 
con by residentsof the district inter- 
ested in the opening of the street. 
Bellevue avenue residents held that the 
proposed improvement would divert 
travel from that thoroughfare to their 
injury, while, on the other hand, Cas- 
telar and neighboring street propertv- 
owners stated that by reason of their 
having no accessible outlet their dis- 
trict’s growth was retarded and prop- 
erty value kept ata standstill. Several 
motions were made to dispose of the 
matter in variols ways, that postpon- 
ing it for two weeks finally prevailing. 

In regard to the improvement of 
Buena Vista street several protests 
were also offered. The protestants 
held that it would be impracticable to 
do the work on the present profile and 
grade established. Some very strong 
arguments were introduced which, if 
borne out by facts, made out a good 
case for the objectors. It was ordered 
that the matter be referredto the City 
Attorney for recommendation. 

THAT BROKEN PIPE. 

The Sewer Committee recommended 
that W. A. Stragton be given a quantity 
of 15-inch pipe to mend the sewer 
break at the corner of Los Angeles and 
Aliso streets. 

The City Engineer was called upon 
in this connection. He advised - the 


_Councilto go slow inthe matter, as it 


was questionable whether it would be 
policy to replace the’ thirty-inch 
conduit with a fifteen-inca pipe. The 
matter was referred to the City Engin- 
eer for further report. 
ALLOWED THE REQUISITION. 

Councilman McGarry moved that 
requisitions for amounts due on all 
street work performed about the County 
Courthouse be taken from the Board of 
Public Works*’s hands and allowed. 
The motion prevailed. 

Adraft ofa contract between the 
city and Hughes & Meyer forthe con- 
struction of sections 8 of the outfall 
sewer, with regular bond attached, was 
approved. 

The Council then adjourned to meet 
on Friday next at 10 o'clock a.m.

Bee Notes. 

It is said that twenty carloads of 
honey will be shipped from Colorado 
this year. 

A good artificial food for bees can be 
made by adding thirty pouuds of granu- 
lated sugar to fifteen pounds of water, 
having the water boiling and sifting 
the sugar in slowly, stirring it all the 
time. While still boiling remove from 
the fire and stir in five pounds of honey 
to prevent granulating. 

A writer in the Agriculturist says: 
‘There is no such thing as a moth-proof 
hive if the bees are put in it. And 
there is no such thing asa colony of 
bees being destroyed by moths unless 
the colonv has been queenless a long 
time and the beekeeper is a mighty 
busy or careless man. A good colony 
of bees is not only a sure but the best 
preventive of the ravages of the bee- 
moth.”’ 

The ‘‘thum,’’ says the Ohio Farmer, is 
the sound made by the movement of 
the bees’ wings. This hum has two 
‘‘offices,’’ if it may be so expressed. 
First, the movement of the wings cools 
the hives, the brood-chamber, creates a 
draft and expels impure air. Thsrough- 
out the hive bees called ‘‘fanners’’ keep 
the wings in motion. The number of 
fanners increases as the temperature 
rises, until often seyeral thousand bees 
probably are fanning. The alighting- 
board at the entrance of the hive may 
be covered with fanners, all standing 
with their heads toward the entrance. 
Thus the air is thrown behind them, 
and a current created that flows out of 
thehive. Second, the hum is the note 
ofalarm; at least it shows to the bee- 
keeper that the bees are alarmed. Ap- 
plying a knuckle gently toa hive causes 
the note to be sduhded; that is, the 
bees when they feel the rapping on the 
hive, move their wings, producing the 
hum. If the rapping on the hive be 
continued, the hum increases, the 
whole colony is astir and they begin to 
come out at the entrance, when the 
rapper may with prudence retire.

POMONA. 


Orange-growers Highly Pleased Over 
Their Prospects. 

The prices offered for the present orange 

crop in Pomona Valley are a source of de- 


light toe¢very one who has an interest in 


citrus fruit orchards here. There have 
been several seasons when seedling or- 

anges started at 90 cents and $1 a box and 
navels at $2 a box. This season, however, 
we have an enormous crop, and the prices 
have already started at $1.25 and $1.36 a 
box for seedlings and $2.40 and $2.60 for 
navels. The price of the fruit has.uni- 
formly advanced at about February 1, and’ 
for this reason there are many well-posted 
orange-growers here who believe that, un- 
less some damage is done to the crop, 

navels wiil bring $3 and over before March, 
and seedlings about one dollar and a halfa 
box. At those prices there is many an. 
acre of bearing oranges here that will 
bring $400 to its owner and some even 
$550 anacre. 

The Progress office has been making not- 
able improvements in its new machinery 
and outfit recently.

With the exception of 
1890, the past year has been the finest for 
deciduous fruit crops and prices for 
the same that our people have _ ever 
known. It is safe to say that 
the product of prunes, peaches, plums. 
apricots, nectarines, pears, ‘grapes and 
small truits in Pomona in 1892 has 
brought to our. people in every way about 
three hundred and fifty thousand doliars. 


When itis considered that only ten years. 


ago there were less than two hundred small 
deciduous fruit trees in the whole Pomona 
Valley, the amount of the production is the 
more notable. The average age of the 
prune, apricot and peach orchards in this 
place is but seven years. So it is easy to 
see how much Pomona people expect from 
their deciduous fruits when these orchards 
get to be ten or twelve years old, and when 
several thousand acres more of young trees 
not yet in bearing get to producing crops 
annually. Itdoes not seem at all rash to 
predict thatin about 1896 or 1897 Po- 


mona will have deciduous fruit products to 
‘the amount of seven or eight hundred* 


thousand dollars a year.

The fellows who think they are doing 
a wonderfully fine thing in the horti- 
cultural world to have the first Cali- 
fornia oranges inthe Eastern market, 
and to get a fancy price for the same 


are at their folly again this season It! 


was hoped they had learned the error 
of their ways long ago, and would be 
content with almost as good profit by 


waiting a few weeks longer, uatil the 
orange crop is ripened and become 
juicy. Weseetelegrams in the news- 
papers every day about some place tha* 
had sent the first carload of oranges to 
San Francisco or Chicago this season 
or of some 
done wonders to get a lot af oranges to 
New York before any one else. It is 
heralded as a praiseworthy piece of en- 
terprise that Riverside has already 
sent five carloads of oranges to market. 

Everyone, who has learned the a bc 
of California orange culture. knows 
that we seldom have oranges fit for 
consumption before January, and gen- 
erally not until the middle of that 
month. The fruit that is sent to mar- 
ket now is sour, purgative and astrin- 
gent, while the Southern California 
oranges that are allowed to ripen prop- 
erly are the finest specimens of citrus 
fruit grown anywhere. The few car- 
loads of half-matured oranges sent to 
market early in each season cause more 
ridicule and denunciation of our Cali- 
fornia product than can be removed by 
100 carloads of our good fruit. The 
unsuspecting Easterner who bites into 
one of the so-called California oranges 
that are shipped before the. season 
really opens, will remember the ex- 
perience. The person who orders a 
box or a parcel of such fruit as a treat 
for his family, becomes a living warn- 
ing against California oranges for many 
a long day. 

It is too bad that this short-sighted 
policy cannot be checked once and for 
all. It does incalculable injury to the 
whole orange-growing belt of Southern 
California in a thousand and one differ- 
ent ways, directly andindirectly. Let’s 
do what we can to stop it. 


Take the blades of corn fodder, cut 
them fine with a fodder-cutter, scald 
them, and leave them in the tub all 
night. In the morning sprinkie the 
mess with bran and cornmeal, moisten 
with warm water again and feed the 
mess to your ducks. The result will be 
a cheap food that will be highly rel- 
ished by them.

Thomas R. Norris on Trial for 
Seduction.

An Unusual Amount of Divorce Busi- 
ness Before the Courts. 


An Amended Complaint Filed in the 
Simpson Case. 


Three Persons Adjudged Insane—The Us- 
ual Ruy of Civil Cases Disposed of — 
Some General Court Notes— 
Today's Calendar. 


Thomas R. Norris, a ranch hand, 27 

years of age, appeared before Judge 
Smith and a jury, in Department One of 
the Superior Court, yesterday, for trial 
upon the charge of having seduced Rosa 
E. Holdridge, a seventeen-year-old girl, 
under promise of marriage, at Pomona, 
on October 10 last. e was repre- 
sented by Messrs. Ira Moore, Jr., and 
W. W. Holcomb, while Deputy District 
Attorney Blades appeared on behalf of 
the State to prosecute. 
‘ The jurors selected to try the case 
were: J. Q. Adams, O. B. Allen, D. 
Bayles, J. H. Barnhill, L. E. Clark, P. 
F. Cogswell, H. A. Draper, E. W. Failor, 
H. Hood, H. T. Parker’ J. Quill and C. 
A. Robinson. 

The following witnesses were called 
and examined for the prosecution: Miss 
Rosa E. Holdridge, Mrs. Mary Holdridge 
and Charles Norris. Their testimony 
was to the effect that the complainant, 
who was born in Kansas City, was 
adopted by the Holdridges and brought 
to California at the age of 3 years, and 
had lived with them ever since; that 
last summer the defendant was em- 
ployed by the Holdridges, and Rosa fell 
in. love with him. Three weeks from 
the time of their first meeting they be- 
came engaged, but the Holdridges ob- 
jected to the match and intimated that 
unless Rosa gave Norris up she would 
have to findanother home. The defend- 
ant was discharged from their employ, 
but found work atthe Currier ranch, 
near Spadra, whither Rosa followed 
him. The result was that on October 
10 last Norris took her to Pomona, and 
quieting her fears with a renewal of 
his promise of marriage, engaged a 
room at King’s Hotel, after registering 
as man and wife, and seduced her. 
Next day he took her tothe house ofa 
mutual friend at Riverside and left her. 
I\ For the defense the following wit- 
nesses were called: A. Allen, E. J. Pe- 
ters, J. Baird, Mrs. M. Jones, Misses 
Della and Lottie Stayer, Mrs. M. F. Dor- 
sey, A. O. Adams, W. Hersee and the 
defendant Norris. The defense was 
that the complainant was not a female 


ther, that although the defendant was 
aware of this fact, he was perfectly 
willing to carry out his promise, but that 
Rosa had positively refused to marry 
him. 

On rebuttal, however, the girl denied 
having made the dataging. admissions 
tertified to by some of these witnesses, 
and both sides then closed.

IN OLD SPAIN. 


Los Angeles Artists: in the Land 
of Cervantes. 


From France Across the Border and 
Through the Kingdom. 


Granada, the Alhambra, Valencia, 
Toledo, Seville and Madrid. 


That Same Old Bull—The Spaniards, Like 
the Angelenos at a Halil Game, 
Were All at the Fight—The 
Jabbing and Jampiog. 


(From a private letter ] 

3 SaLon DEL Prapo, Maprin (Espana,) 
Oct. 31, 1892.—We came from Paris 
to Spain last March by way of Tours 
and Bordeaux in France, and by the old 
cities of Burgos and Valladolid in Spain. 
The Pyrennees, though not as grand in 
structure as our American mountain 
ranges, were very beautiful, the ver- 
dure, with here and there patches of 
snow, forming such charming tones of 
color, 

As soon as we crossed the Spanish 
border all was changed. In place of 
the beautiful cultivation of land seen in 
France, with its active, thrifty people, 
Spain appeared as nature had first made 
her. The people, warm-hearted and ex- 
tremely courteous, but indolent, and 
contented in their ignorance—which, in 
this case, can hardly be called ‘bliss,”’ . 
as a little more knowledge would greatly 
assist them in bettering their condition. 

For the first time we saw the pictur- 
esque ox-cart, such slow locomotion be- 
ing in perfect harmony with the Span- 
ish temperament. The yoke, or rather 
the straight cross-bar of wood, is fast- 
ened to the horns, instead of the neck, 
and thus attached to the tongue of the 
heavy two-wheeled cart in such a man- 
ner that every little unevenness of the 
road must be felt by the sensitive nerves 
around the brain of the animals, and 
they move as if afraid of jarring them- 
eselves. 

We came to Madrid to look over the 
ground for materialin the way of an- 
cient armor andtrappings. We found 
the royal museums rich ineverything of 
this kind, while the royal stables were 
full of beautiful Arabian and Andalu- 
sian horses. To all of these places Mr. 
B. secured special permissions to paint 
and sketch as he chose. After some 
detention, in painting a couple of por- 
we 
started back to Paris, making at the 
same time a most charming journey 
through the south of Spain, taking in 
the cities of Cordova, Seville, Granada, 
Barcelona and Valencia. I cannot de- 
scribe the attractions of these places in 
this letter—each so distinct in itself— 
but of all places, I believe the ‘‘Alham- 
bra’’ is the most bewitching. All trav- 
elers unite in saying it is a place unique 
—it stands alone. Tousitis a bit of 
the ‘‘Arabian Nights.”* The old legends 
Washington Irving relates in his ‘‘Al- 
hambra’’ come to life, and it would not 
surprise you to see the lovely princesses 
of the stern old Moorish King (Moham- 
med el Haygari (the left-handed) 
looking out of lofty tower. while 
the ‘‘Court of Lfons’’ seems to have 
been wrought by fairy fingers, so deli- 
cate are the exquisite forms of its archi- 
tecture. , All around this part of Spain 
you are reminded of the scenes Irving 
describes in his ‘‘Conquest of Granada.”’ 
You feel you are no longer in the nine- 
teenth century, but have .been trans- 
ported in some magical way back to the 
days of the old Moslem monarchs—or 
Aladdin. We of course visited the 
tomb of Isabella and Ferdinand, in the 
chapel at Granada, leaving our bouquet 
of pink rosebuds on her coffin. 

The trip from Valencia to the French 
frontier, along the Mediterranean coast, 
is most delightful. For several hours 
the train passed through a grove of or- 
ange trees lodded with blossoms—for 
Valencia is a perfect garden, like our 
Southern California, nestling in her im- 
mense groves of oranges, olives, figs, 
pomegranates, etc. Most beautiful 
glimpses we had all day of the well- 
named ‘‘blue’’ Mediterranean, for no 
purer or lovelier blue could be found. 

From heré to the frontier we were. 
greatly interested in the frequegt views 
of old Moorish towers and castles, many 
of them crumbling into ruins, though 
frequently others would appear as firm 
and complete as the day they were built. 
Sometimes it would be an old walled 
city built on an eminence, with either 
a great tower or cathedral rising in the 
center on the highest ground (as if 
keeping guard,) the whole apparently 
deserted, keeping up our illusion that 
we were living in the days of Boabdil. 

The ride from the frontierto Paris, 
by way of Lyons and Limoges (where 
the wonderful china is made) was not so 
interesting, because it was so extremely 
fatiguing, though manv beautiful towns 
and places were passed. Traveling in 
Europe, even first-class, is so inferior to 
our American trains, with their Pull- 


mans, that one dreads to goany dis- | 
tance. After passinga pleasant month | 
in Paris, visiting the two salons and | 
other places, we returned to Madrid, 
where we already had a large,: fine 
studio thirty feet square, with other 
rooms attached, looking down on the 
most beautiful and fashionable boule- 


vard of Madrid, the Salon del Prado, 
with its extensions. During July and | 
August (the hottest season here) we. 
passed four or five delightful weeks | 
in Tolédo, about three hours’ ride by | 
rail from Madrid (one hour would be | 
sufficient in America.) This city is 
said to be one of the most interesting | 
in the world. It does not rival the Al- | 
hambra in any way, being totally differ- | 
ent. It is so old that its beginning is | 
prehistoric. It was the ‘‘Tarshish’’ of | 
the Old Testament, and many Jews | 
came here to escape trouble in Pales-— 
tine during the time of Nebuchadnezzar. 
Afterward it passed successively 
through the control of Romans, 
Goths, Moors and Christianse was 
the capital of the last three, 
and is spoken of as ‘Imperial 
Toledo,’ ‘‘free from the time of the 
mighty Goths.’’ Old ‘*Womba,”’ a’ 
Gothic king, builta high, strong wall

Itis built of rock on 
rock, that/rises high above the Tagus, 
which surrounds it op three sides. 
You cross the river by an old stone 
bridge, with firm, solid arches puilt in 
900;ateachend are towers arching 


way along the ascending road that sur- 
rounds the city, wntil yon arrive at the 
summit and end of the road, in the 
historic old ‘plaza of Zocodover,.”’

‘fight, but now used asa loitering place 
for-ali-classes of Spaniards, being well 
lighted by eléctricity, (which, by the 
way, the Spaniards have taken hold of 
to a far greater extent tnan their more 
advanced French neighbors, for very 
few of them hava not heard of Edison. } 

The plaza is surrounded by ont-of- 
door restaurants, where the people 
drink their. coffee, milk or jemonade, 
vntiliong past midnight, sleeping the 
next day until their noon breakfast. 
Near by is the old inn (Pusada de 
Sangre), where Cervantes wrote his 
famous Quixote,"'in which many of 
his characters are made to walk at 
night the Plaza Zocodover. Hgre, you 
might say, all wagon traffic ceases, for 
the streets of the city are too narrow to 
admit of it, having been built so inten- 
tionally to keep out heat-—and enemies. 
On the hottest days the high buildings 
will cast sufficient shadow to make your 
promenade cool and comfortable. Most 
of the streets are steep; some, it makes 
you breathless to climb. Doneys and 
mules, laden with all kinds of merchan- 
dise (those carrying waterjars being par- 
ticularly picturesque) pick their way 
over the rough cobble stones. - 

Every turn of the road is a picture, 
and all distinctly foreign. In the even- 
ing the air is filled with the sweet, 
plaintive, or gay. Spanish music, played 
on the mandolin and guitar, more often 
by blind musicians, for there is much 
blindness, owing to the brilliant sun- 
light that predominates here the year 
through. They would come into the 
court (or patio) of our hotel, and the 
Spanish domestics would dance the 
graceful hota or Spanish national dance, 
to their music. 

Tolédo contains fine examples of 
Gothic, Moorish and Renaissance archi- 
tecture. 
the Catholic Church in Spain,) showing 
all three in its interior construction, the 
Gethic greatly predominating. We 
spent many happy hours in this beauti- 
fuledifice painting views of the his- 
toric ‘‘Lala Capitular’’ and portraits of 
two of its canons, who were exceed- 
ingly kind tous. In fact, we consider 
the time we spent in Tolédo as oneof 
the most enjoyable and profitable pe- 
riods of our stay in Europe. 

The ‘‘Lala Capitular’’ is the council 
room of the Cardinal, and the twenty- 
eight canons of the cathedral (in pass- 
ing, I will say there are in Tolédo 200 
priests, besides the above canons, a car- 
dinal, a bishop and a dean, 300 students 
for priesthood and 18 convents, be- 
sides 13 other Catholic churches. This 
does not include the more numerous 
convents and churches that now stand 
without tenants and congregations. 
Of the priests, Mr. Borglum says 
they will average one hundred and 
eighty or ninety pounds each, avoirdu- 
pois.) 

The lala is beautifally upholstered 
with crimson silk and velvet, a magnifi- 
cent chair for the Cardinalin the cen- 
ter. Between this room and the ante- 
room are sculptured doors of heavy 
wood ornamented with gold, also a 
heavy crimson brocaded silk curtain. 
The curtain is drawn and the doors 
locked when the canons are holdin 
their secret meetings. Here have sat 
kings and even popes, Charles the V 
and Phillip LU, their decrees for auto de 
fes and the Inquisition in Spain and 
the Netherlands issuing from this room. 
They still retain the beautiful oid 
chairs of different designs used by 
Charles V, Philip Il and four of Don 
Pedro's the Cruel. 

The ante-room is lined on each side 
with cases of a beautiful white walnut 
completely covered with sculpture, or 
rather carvings; done by one of the 
great sculptors in 1549. The arch 
over the great doors is of the intricate 
Moorish design. Thechoral of this ca- 
thedral is marvelously rich in its wood 
carvings, in fact, the church treasure 
in the way of paintings, carvings, 
sculpture, gold, silver and jewels is be- 
yond description, notwithstanding Na- 
poleon carried away all he could early 
in this century. 

Madrid is now full of people come to 
attend the fiestas, as the Spaniards call 
the celebrations. 

Last week was given an extraordi- 
nary bull-fight, adouble one, the first 
in Portuguese and the second in the 
Spanish fashion. We started early to 


_avoid the crowd which pours out to the 


“Plaza de Toros.’’ All kinds of car- 
riages, from those drawn by high-step- 
ping English thoroughbreds, to the com- 
monest mulecart; busses and tramcars, 
with mules and horses three abreast, 
gaily decorated with highly-colored 
pompons and tassels, running as hard 
as possible under the yelling and whip- 
ping of the drivers, who hope to return 
in time for another load. It makes 
your heart ache for the poor animals, 
whose life in Spain is indeed a sad one. 

The building itself stands out alone 
near the outskirts of the city—built of 
red brick in circular fashion, somewhat 
after the plan of the Roman Coliseum. 
The arena inside is large and open to 
the sky, but with the exception of the 
first rows of stone seats all the seats 
are under cover (not really necessary, 
for I notice the sun always shines on 
bull-fight days.) At one end in the sec- 
ond story is the large royal box, the In- 
fanta Isabel being a frequent attendant 
and a great lover of the bull fight. The 
place will seat 16,000 people, and this 
day every seat was taken, all being 
curious to see the Portuguese fight.

made a rush for the horse. At jast that 
moment the rider would thrust a little 
spike (‘‘banderillo’’) into the ball's 
shoulder, at the same time spurring the 
horse, who would forward 
just time to escape the bull's 
horns. This was done repeatedly by 
the two cavaliers, unt the ten of 
twelve banderillos were ali in the bull 
he presenting a very gay appearance 
asthe handles of these spikes woul@ 
develop into flags of bright «olors. The 
horses were then taken out and the 
matador killed the bull in the usual 
fashion. In the second part no horses 
were used. A bull was fet in with his 
horns well padded. On the opposite 
side stood eight or ten Portuguese hold- 
ing poles with brass balls on the ends, 
their backs against the barrier. When 
the bull would rush for them he would 
be received by these poles, but several 
times they (the men) were scattered 
like nine-pins, two of them being 
politely helped over the fence by the 
bull. Again, one man would advance 
with nothing in his hand, run to meet 
the bull, and dexterously throw himself 
at full length over the animal's head 
between his horns, when the other men 
would surroaund the bull, who would im- 
mediately quiet down. Then a number

of oxen were driven in, who would 
escort the bull out of the ring un- 
harmed. The other parts were a 
repetition of these first two. Then 
followed the Spanish fight, which had 
none of the beauty of thé other, 


but, on the contrary, is too horrible to 
give adescription of its‘ details. The 
only attraction about it is the mad rush 
of the bull when he enters the arena, 
causing all the men, 4 dozen or more, 
to jump the barrier as fast as they 
were capable of doing. Then the poor 
horses are led up, blindfolded, to the 
bull, while the cowardly “‘picader’’ on 
his back, with his legs covered with 
heavy armor, and his boly well padded, 
pricks the bull with his long spear, en- 
ticing him on to the horse. Sometimes 
even then the bull turn’ away, not lik- 
ing to attack the horse, when the andi- 
ence will jeer and hiss at the animal, 
and turn toward the president (who is 
the mayor of the city,) and blame him 
for choosing sucha tame bull; but more 
frequently the bull gores the horse, 
throwing him down half the time, and 
injuring him horribly. 

If by beating and kicking the poor 
hosse can be got onto his feet, he is re- 
mounted and led up to the ball, to be 
gored again and again, until he dies: 
or, if he has strength enough to live 
until the trumpet calls for the second 
partof the performance, he is taken 
out, his entrails put back into his body, 
and sewed up and brought in again for 
the second bull to gore. Oftentimes a 
horse will possess so much vitality that 
he wil! be gored a dozen times, coming 
into the ring forthree bulls. After the 
horses that escape death are led out the 
second part takes place, that is, placing 
the bandertfilvs in the neck of the bull. 
This is a dangerous thing as it must be 
done, as the manand bull run toward 
each other, the man just evading the 
bull’s horns, placing two banderilios at 
the same moment. It is usually very 
gracefully done. When al! are in the 
trumpet announces the matador, who 
makes a little speech to the royalty, ff 
present, or to the President, and ad- ~ 
vances with his scarlet cape and sword, 
to kill the bull, which forms the third 
part. It is very interesting, as we have 
seen the greatest matadors, only it is 
hard to forget the sufferings of the 
poor tortured animal. This programme 
is gone through with six times, as the 
usual numberof bulls killed at a Span- 
ish fight are six, while they average 
from twelve to sixteen horses. The 
horses are usually old worn-out street 
‘*hacks,”’ d the Spaniards console 
chompatvediies their cruelty by saying 
the horses: possess no value; but it 
seems a poor reward to give the patient 
animals who have spent their lives in 
faithfulservice. Constant cruelty toan- 
imals is practised here withont appar- 
ent thought of the suffering they in- 
flict. I cannot understand how a goy- 
ernment can allow such a cruel sport to 
continue, butthe people love it, and 
take more pleasure in seeing the horses 
killed than any other part. One amus- 
ing:incident occurred at this fight. A 
very fierce bull jumped the six-foot bar- 
rier while chasing a ‘‘banderillo.’’ 
Behind the barrier stood several men 
(attendants.) The sudden arrival of the 
bull so frightened them that, in their

Lowpos, Dec. 1 0.—I have just had an 
interview with one of the creat men of 
the world. lrefer to William T. Stead, f 
late editor of the Pall Mall Gazette 
and now of the Riview of Revfews. 


The Review of Reviews was founded by 


Mr. Stead only a shegt time ago, but it 
has jumped tothe front as one of the 
great mrgazines of the world, and 
editions of it are published in Envland, 
in the United States. and in Australia. 
Mr. Stead calls it the bdusiness 
man's magazine, and he telis 
me that its aim is to present a 


true picture of the thought and prog- 
ress of the world month by month and 
to be the leader in all movements for 
the improvement of the human race. 
This is Mr. Stead's idea, and he is pe- 


culiarly§ fitted for putting such a 
thought into action. He is asort of a 
journalistic Cromwell. He has the 


nerve ofa giant, the pen of a Junius 
and the intellectual vigor of a Thomas 
Carlyle. He believes in accomplishing 
ends. and he cares but little for means 
ifthev be honest ones. He made all 
the world shudder a few vears ago in 
his *‘Maiden Tribute to Modern Baby- 
lon,"* when he laid bare the life of 
aristocratic London, and showed how 
little girls were bought and sold for 
roué nobility. As editor of the Pall 
Mall Gazette he forced Parliament to 
reform this and other evils, even 
though he had to go to prison for his 
action in the undertaking, and he is 
today fighting the same war with crime 
in other quarters. 

Mr. Stead is now 53 years old. The 
son of a Congregational minister, he 
left school at 14 to take the place of 
an office boy in a mercantile establish- 
ment. After working here eight years 
his salary had risen to #325 a vear, 
when he gave up his place to be the as- 
sistant editor of a half-penny. daily. 
He at once showed his talent for news- 
paper work, and soon became editor-in- 
chief. He rapidly advanced from one 
journalistic position to another, work- | 
ing on various newspapers until along 
about L888 he became chief editor of

the Pall Mall Gazette, which, under 
him, soon got to be one of the greatest 
newspapers in Loudon. He left the 
Pall Mall Gazette in 1890, te found the 
Review of Reviews, and he is now de- 
voting his whole time to this. 

I called upon him not long ago in his 
office.'on Norfolk street, just off the 
Thames embankment, and between the 
houses of Parliament and the Savage 
Club. Isent in my letters of introduc- 
tion and a moment later | was seated in 
his work shop. This is a big room 
which looks out on the River Thames, 
and every part of whith is packed with 
individuality andideas. Upon its doors, 
in letters of brass, are printed the 
words, *‘The Sanctum.’ Its walls are 
covered with photographs ag@ upon the 
mantel over the open fire were many 
portraits of the most famous men and 
women of the times. Among these 
were the lean, iutellectual face of John 
G. Whittier, the kind, fatherly counte- 
nance of Walt Whitman and-the cul- 
tured features of James Russell Lowell. 
Over the doors of the office were texts 
of the scriptures, and between the win- 
dows was a roller-top desk which was 
littered with manuscripts, and near-ita 
wide divan, which was also covered 
with papers of yarious kinds. A large 
bust of Cardinal Manning looked down 
from the top of the desk, and as I en- 
tered Mr. Stead rose from a chair in 
front of itand took my hand. He at 
once plunged into business with me, 
and in five minutes he told me more 
about London than I had been able to 
learn in the week | had spent in trying 
to find out about things before coming 
tohim. He is more like an electric 
dynamo in clothes thanany man! know. 
He talks like lightning and a blaze of,in- 
tellectual sparks follow his words. He 
looks more like a practical American 
Methodist preacher tan a London lit- 
terateur. He is plainin his dress and 
habits. Hissoft brown hat is crushed 
in at the top, and his snuff-colored suit 
of business clothes looked as though 
their owner had been on. a roughing 
tour and had just got home. He talks 
more like an American than an En- 
glishman. He has no cocknevisms or 
Anglicisms in his conversation. He 
never says know.”’ and the only 
English slang I noticed in his talk was 
the word ‘blooming.’ by which he 
would now and then refer to some peo- 
ple whom he held in contempt as the 
‘whole blooming set.’ He is. I judge, 
about five feet seven inches high and 
he weighs about one hundred and fifty 
pounds. He has a florid complexion, 
bright blue eyes and a bushy, redish- 
brown beard. His hair is combed up 
from a high, broad and full forehead. 
and he stoops a little in his shoulders. 
He laughs easily and tells a stor 


as 
wel) as he writes it. , 


It was during a lunch with him at 
Gatti’s on the Strand that! asked him 
how he came to originate the Review of 
Reviews. He replied: ‘l had long 
had the idea of such a magazine, and | 
intended to make ita monthly supple- 
ment of the Pall Mall Gazette. The 
owners of the Pall Mall Gazette, how- 
ever, did not want to put any money 
into the scheme, and I got outside 
parties to take hold of it. I believed 
there was a big field for it and I thougnt 
it was my duty to work it. 1 did not 
expect to make any money out of it, 
and my wildest ambitions were that it 
would pay me,’*perhaps, from a thou- 
sand to fifteen hundred dollars a year, 


After | decided to start the magazine 
the owners of the Pall Mall objected 
and told me that I would have to leave 
the Pall Mall Gazette if I didso. Iton- 
sidered it my duty to found the maga- 
zine, and I resigned from the Pall Mall 
Gazette and took charge of it. It suc- 
ceeded at once beyond our expectations. 
Instead of netting mea thousand or fif- 
teen hundred dollars a year it is bring- 
ing in an excellent income, and I find 
myself now. in the condition of Saul, the 
son of Kish, ‘I started out to hunt my 
father’s asses, and, lo, I have found a 
kingdom.’*’ 

“How do you look upon the monthly 
magazine, Mr. Stead’? Has it as much 
influence asthe daiiy or weekly news- 
paper?’’ I asked. 

“I believe the strongest journal of 
modern times must be the monthly,”’ 
said Mr. Stead. ‘‘The daily has such a 
short life that its area of influence must 
be a limited one. It dies the day it is 
born, and it can never reach the world 
atlarge. The weekly extends farther, 
but its news is also transient in its 
charactgr. The daily isa revolver. It 
is good for six shots at short 
range, ,and it does its work ad- 
mirably’ The weeklv is like a rifle. 
Its range is longer, butit is effective 
for that distance only. The monthly is 
the modern cannon. It carries 500- 
pound shots for miles, and when they 
go forth the atmosphere of the whole 
earth quivers. * Our field in the Review 
of Reviews I conceive to be that of the 
people of the world, 
and our end and aimis to bring these 
people close to one another. We want 
to see Canada, the United States, En- 
giand and Australia brought together 
into one great international union, a 
union not affecting the governmental 
arrangements of today, but making it 


so that these Anglo-Saxon people 
shall work together under common 
international laws and so that all 


the world over they shall protect and 
stand up for each other. As for the 
English and American naval stations 
working together, this could hardly be 
so now. The disparity of the two 
navies is so great, and you have almost 
twice as many people to protect as we 
have, but your navy is growing, and’ 
the time may come whenifan Ameri- 
can is ill-treated inany part of the 
world where an Enhlish man-of-war 
stands, he will be defended by that _ves- 
sel,andthe same service will be ren- 
dered by an American naval vessel to 
an Englishman in trouble. I would 
like to see a union, offensive and 
defensive, among the English-speaking 
nations and the time will come when we 
will have it.’’ 

“The governments of these countries 
are so different, however, that a union 
is hardly possible,’’ said I. 

‘*‘There is not half so much difference 
as there seems to be,’’ said Mr. Stead. 
The whole world is coming nearer every 
year to the level of republicanism and 
self-government. We are rapidly ap- 
proaching itin England. The fact that 
we have a queen andaroyal family 
does not affect the matter. They are of 
no especial influence. They have their 
places as ofnamental figures on our 
governmental tables, but they affect 
the feast no more than the bouquets 
with which you ornament your tables at 
home. They are merely a detail, and 
they have little todo with the govern- 
ment.’’ 

The conversation here turned to news- 
papers. Mr. Stead is one of the great- 
est interviewers of the world. He 
knows how to make a man think as well 
as talk, and he gets out of every man 
he interviews the best that is in him 
and expresses it more clearly and fully 
than the man himself. 

“The field of the interviewer,’’ said 
Mr. Stead, ‘‘is one of the most attrac- 
tive in journalism. The newspaper is 
for the communication of thought. The 
interview is one of the best methods of 
such communication. It brings the 
reader and thinker close together, and 
such talks sometimes change the face 
of history."’ 
‘How about yvour talk with Gen. 
‘Chinese’ Gordon just before he went to 


Bgypt? That affected history, did it 


not?’’ I asked. 

“Yes,’’ was the reply. ‘That was, 
perhaps, one of the most important in- 
terviews ever taken. It resulted in the 
loss of more than twenty thousand 
lives, and it cost England millions of 
pounds. It was at the timeof our 
troubles with Egypt. The government 
had decided to give up the Soudan, and 
Gen. Gordon was at Southampton, about 
to proceed to Egypt. He had, I knew, 
positive orders as to what was to be 


-done, and 1 wanted an interview with 


him upon the situation. I wrote him 
at Southampton, telling him I would 
like to see him, and asking him when he 
could receive me. He replied at once, 
saying that it would be impossible for 
him to talk to me, and that he had noth. 
ing to say. I thereupon telegraphed 
him that I must see him and that I would 
leave for Southampton on the next train. 
Ihave been told that he spent the rest 
ofthat day walking up and down and 
debating whether he would see me when 
Lcame or not.. When I got off the train 
I went at once to his house and rang the 
bell. In a moment the door opened and 
a little fellow, who I took for Gen. 
Gordon's butler, .asked me in and 
helped me off with my top coat 
and hung up mv hat. I asked him 
if Gen. Gordon was in, and he re- 
plied that he was and motioned me to 
go into the next room. Iwent in and 
the little man followed me. I took a 
seat, andthen told the little man to 
please tell Gen. Gordon that Mr. Stead, 
of the Pall Mall Gazette, was there and 
would like to see him. Whereupon the 
little man said, ‘| am Gen. Gordon,’ 
and he reached me his hand and then 
took achair and sat down beside me. 
We then went over the whole situation

together, and his ideas were such that 
they resulted in an entire change of 
government policy. I listened to them, 


them before the government ministers, 
and they decided to accept them and to 
send himtothe Soudan. I urged them 
to let him carry out his ideas in his own 
way, and had they done so, in all proba- 
bility sje war would have been speedily 
closed. It was his idea to have taken a 
camel and have gone alone to the camp 
of the Mahdi and to have discussed mat- 
ters with him. But no! the govern- 
ment would have its own way, and the 
result was tke death of Gordon. 

“The best interviews I have ever 
had,’’ continued Mr. Stead, “‘are some 
which have never been published. One 
of the most remarkable I have ever had 
was with the Czar of Russia, but the 
Czar insisted that no‘mention of it 
should be made in print, and though’ |

“Please describe the interview,’’ 
said I, ‘‘and teil me how the Czar im- 
pressed you."’ 


‘The Countess Novikoff arranged the | 
meeting,’’ replied Mr. Stead, ‘‘and the 
audience was given me much to the sur- 
prise of the English minister at St. Pe- 
tersburg, Sir Robert Morier, and the 
other diplomats. It is, you know, not 
considered proper for a Minister to 
present one of his countrymén to a 
monarch unless he has been-presented 
at court at home, I was never pre- 
sented to the Queen, and have never 
considered it worth the trouble and ex- 
pense of buying a court dress, and it 
seemed to me at St. Petersburg 
that our Minister did not want me 
to meet the Czar. I did meet him, how- 
ever, and he received me in one of the 
rooms of his palace at Gatchina. He 
satatone side of a table during our 
conversation and I sat at the other, 
facing him, and the conversation was 
free and open and there was an entire 
absence of red tape about my recep- 
tion. The Czar smoked a cigarette 
during the talk, though, by the way, I 
remember he failed to offer me one. 
He knew of me, for I had been writing 
in favor of Russia for the past twenty 
years, and I began the conversation by 
saying: 3 

‘**Your Majesty, I am accredited in 
England with being your agent. I am 
said to have been fighting your battles 
for years, and if this is so I want a sup- 
ply of cartridges from headquarters. 
You know I am predisposed in favor of 
Russia, and I think 1 ought to under- 
stand the situation,oand I want you to 
give it to me asit really is. Iam will- 
ing to work, but I want the straight 
tip from you.’ Ithen went on to ex- 
plain to him that I was looked upon in 
England as _ his friend, that § I 
was Russia’s friend, and that I ought to 


know just how Russia felt and what she 
intended todo, The Czar then began 
to talk, and he went over the whole 
situation with me, and without reserve, 
gave me his ideas. I found him a broad 
man and an honest man, and I left him 
believing that he would do right in 
every case as his own judgment dic- 
tated. I chatted with him for quite a 
long time; so long, indeed, that he kept 
the Empress waiting for some time for 
her lunch in consequence of it, and his 
utterances were of such moment that I 
presented them to our cabinet ministers 
here in London upon my return.”’ 

‘*Tell me something about your inter- 
view with the King of Belgium, Mr. 
Stead,”’’ said I. 

‘That was rathera curious experi- 
ence,’’ was the reply. ‘‘I went to Bel- 
gium especially to see the King and he 
came into his capitalto meet me. He 
is; you know,a very tall man anda 
very pompous one. W*enl was pre- 
sented tohim he stood up very stiff 
and straight and said, in labored En- 


glish: ‘Idonot speak the English, so 
we will have our conversation in 
French.’ 


‘***But, Your Majesty,’ said I, ‘I do 
not speak Freach.’ 

‘* *Then J do not see 
together,’ said he. 

‘* ‘Well, Your Majesty,’ said I, ‘I am 
sure if you cannot speak English, you 
know enough for me to make you un- 
derstand what I wantto say, and I will 
speak it in English.’ 

could not object to thié, and, 
though he was very angry at me, he 
listened. He did notfask mefto sit down, 
and we both remained standing 
throughout the talk. After awhile he 
began to speak English in reply to me, 
and I saw that he could speak English 
as well as I could. I have since under- 
stood that he was not at all pleased 
at my actions, but they served my pur- 
pose. Iisaid whatI wanted to say and 
he gave me in reply just what I wanted 
to get. He came, as Isay, into the city 
to give me the interview, and I have 
often wondered why he was not more 
gracious during it.’’

In referring to the English news- 
papers Mr. Stead deprecated their lack 
of enterprise and push, and said that 
they badly needed jndependence and 
spice. I asked him to tell me the story 
of the ‘‘Maiden's Tribute to Modern 
Babylon,’’ and he replied that the 
sensation was not sprung as a news- 
paper sensation, and that every word 
of the story of vice told in it was true. 
It was written to influence Parlia- 
ment to correct one of the most 
horrible evils of London, which 
Parliament would touch be- 
cause its participants were largely 
among the members of Parliament. Its 
publication secured this result, and 
though the social evil still prevails in 
London to a greater extent, perhaps, 
thanin any other city in the worid, 
this sensation took the young girls off 
the streets, and you are no longer ac- 
costed on every street .corner by little 
ones in shorg clothes as you were in the 
past. ‘‘As a newspaper enterprise the 
publication injured rather then helped 
the circulation of the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette,’’ said Mr. Stead, concerning it. 
‘The day it was published Henry La- 
bouchere told me that it would ruin 
the paper. During the sensation our 
circulation ran up to more than 
one hundred thousand. Wecould have 
sold a million if we could have printed 
them, and as it was the papers sold for 
half a crown apiece upon the streets. 
When the thing died down the reaction 
came. Our circulation dropped off, and 
our advertisers rushed in to take their 
ads. out of what thev called ‘the un- 
clean sheet.’ Henry Irving was one of 
the first to withdraw his advertisement 
and the other amusement managers fol- 
lowed. As a financial enterprise, it 
was not a success, but as accomplishing 
just what it set out to do it succeeded 
admirably, for Parliament passed the 
bill in a jiffy.”’

THE MT. WILSON RAILWAY. 

The Pasadena Mountain Railway has

He 
walked up the track that winds through 
the cafion, and found the roadbed, ter- 
raced in many places from the granite 
mountain side, and in others passing 
over substantial bridges, everywhere 
well built with a view to safety and 
permanency, and, was most favorably 
impressed with character of the 
enterprise. The two heavy rainfalls 
within the past month have not only 
tested the road and timber structures, 
but demonstrated the thorough effi- 
ciency of the work accomplished. Pas- 
senger cars for the foothill section have 
been shipped and will soon’ be gliding 
over that portion of the mountain road.

ARIZONA NEWS. 


Good Opening for Investment in the 
Building Line. 


i tee Kind of Silk from Weed in Aril- 
zona—Will Work for 1200 
Men!— Hieroglyphics— 
Matters Mineral. 


Special Correapondence of The Times. 

Tuscon, Dec. 24.—Capital desiring 
a good investment in the building 
line can find it in ‘Tuscon. A 
business block, with an operahouse 
above, would pay throughout here from 
the moment of erection. The present 
business places are largely relics of the 
Mexican days, one story, with walls of 
adobe, on narrow streets. A block on 
modern principles, lately erected, is en- 
gaged throughout, and so wofild 
more be. 

But the crying need is an operahouse. 
Such a shell, such an old barn, is prob- 
ably not used for the purpose elsewhere 
in the whole iand. People have 
stepped through holes in the floor. 
Pictures of the place have been taken 
as a curiosity. When newcomers 
first go there they lose the play in 
}looking over the bnilding. A modern 
theater building in this city could get 
allthe business going, and Tuscon ail- 
ways; building notwithstanding, gives 
full houses. There is not a_ better 
one-night stand in the country. 

The now famous San Juan placer dig- 
gings are notbing new after all, it 
seems. 

Col. Mike Gray headed an expedition 
in 1872 to hunt for the diggings. He 
left Pueblo with a party well equipped 
for the journey. ey traveled to 
Within sixty miles of the placers when 
they were obliged to turn back, owing 
to the scarcity of provisions and the 
hostility of Indians. He spent $16,- 
000 in trying to find the placers which 
the guide was taking him to, but which 
have remained undiscovered until the 
present winter. 

Gen. Weaver will visit Arizona soon 
to make a series of speeches. He prob- 
ably has hiseye on the future State of 
Arizona, but will find that they have 
cut their incisors hereabouts. 

The White Hills camp, in Mojave 
county, bids fair to become a second 
Tombstone. A steady stream of people 
are pouring in there. 

A new magazine, Resources of Ari- 
zona, published by Messrs. Converse & 
Valadier, is out. Its name tells its con- 
tents. The initial number contains 
some very readable articles on mining 
and irrigation. It will be largely cir- 
culated through the East, and will be a 
feature in the Arizona building at the 
World’s Fair. 

Two thousand specimens from the 
Clifton copper mine have been secured 
for the Arizona World’s Fair exhibit. 

Prof. Gulley, of the experiment sta- 
tion at Phoenix, tells of some experi- 
ments in fattening cattle. There they 
have twenty-one head, seven each un- 
der three courses of feed. One lot are 
fed alfalfa only, another sorghum and 
alfalfa, and the third sorghum only. 
Up to the time of cold weather the sor- 
ghum-fed stock fattened best. Since 
they have been on a par with the other 
lots. 

The opinion is expressed in this city 
thatthe San Juan gold fields are not 
lacking in richness, but that they are to 
be gotten into the possession of big 
companies, freezing out the poorer 
claimants. 

The County Treasurer of Pima re-. 
ports that this year the delinquent tax 
list will be $30,000, against $43,000 
a year ago. | 

White Hills’s subriquet of ‘‘The Citv 
of Tents’’ will soon be undeserved; as 
the tents are fast giving way to sub- 
stantial business houses. The popula- 
tion is increasing at the rate of from 
ten to twenty daily. There are now 
four restaurants, including the Hotel 
Graham, and each feeds from fifty to 
ene hundred and twenty-five boarders 
at each meal. 

Mohave county is now attracting 
more capital than any other part of the 
Western country. She has the mines 
and only awaits the capital to inaugu- 
rate a great mining boom. 

The newspapers of Phoenix and the 
Chamber of Commerce there are get- 
ting bushels of mail of late from abroad 
about the San Juan gold fields. The 
mail is from fortune-hunters in the East, 
who believe the fields adjacent to Phe- 
nix and who want to get rich. 

William Richards has returned froma 
two weeks’ tripto California. While 
inthe Golden State he visited quite a 
number of low-grade mines that were 
paving big dividends. Ore from some 
of these dividend-paying mines would 
not average over $6 per ton and had to 
be reduced to bullion by costly processes. 
Mohave county can furnish thousands 
of tons of ore that will average over 
twenty ounces per ton. 

Another latent resource of Arizona is 
at present a weed, growing plentifully 
in many parts of the Territory. L. C. 
Little, general manager of the Anaconda 
Manufacturing Company at Cook’s 
‘Peak, has gone to the State of Wash- 
ington toincorporate thecompany. He 
intends manufacturing silk goods from 
the Spanish dagger. He says he will 
employ 1200 men in the business, and 
expects to make a good thing of it. He 
claims that the fiber of the dagger is 
exceedingly fine, and, if properly 
handlea, will make a superior quality 
of silk, 

Atwenty-five days’ runat J. S. Jones’s 
Chaparral Guich camp, with a ftive- 
stamp mill, turned out $3500 in gold 
bullion. 

Says the Mesa Free Press: ‘‘Hiero- 
glvphic Point,’’ two or three miles this 
side of the head of the Highland canal, 
isa place of considerable interest to 
the antiquarian. The point of a gran- 
ite hill projects nearly down to the 
river here, and the smooth: surface of 
the rocks, both small and great, fora 
short distance up the side of the hill, 
are covered with hieroglyphics. There 
are men, birds, horses or animals, and 
Gila monsters, showing that picture- 
writing was a part of thechirography of 
the ancient inhabitants of this section. In 
addition to these, and often accompany- 
ing them, are numerous other charac- 
ters, labyrinthian circles, etc. The

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WAX FIGURE MAKING 


THE SLOW CREATION OF HAIR, EYES, 
WRINKLES AND PORES. 


Te Requires Considerable Intelligence and 

. Skill to Color and Pose a Jummy Cor- 
or to Provide It witli Clothes—An 
Interesting Process. 


Nearly every one has at some time seen 
@ collection of good wax works; perhaps at 
the Eden Musee in New York or at Mme. 
Tnesand’s in London or the Musce Grevin 
in Paria. Yet to how many has it occurred 
that the making of these figures requires 
a very large amount of time, labor, and 
artistic skill’ The process of making wax 
figures is much more complicated than 
one would at first sight imagine. Take, 
for instance, the group of Lincoln liberat- 
ing the negroes. 

Suppose such a group has been decided 
upon and the general arrangement elab- 
orated, perhaps witb the aid of some pencil 
sketches. Then the first sicp is to model 
the figures in clay, which is very necessary 
in order that the presence of the body may 
be felt under the olothes, which otherwise 
—as in poor wax works—wrinkle and flap 
around the body in a most unnatural way, 
The first class museum keeps a regular 
sculptor, usually a very clever artist, who 
works on a salary and is kept busy enough 
in a large and well appointed studio, When 
he has finished his ficure—Abrabam Lin- 
coln in this case—in clay, a plaster mold 
is made. Then it is ready to be reproduced 
in wax—that is, the head and bands, but 
not the body. 

Right here we learn a curious fact. 
Very little of the “wax figure” is really 
made of wax. Theexposed portions of the 
body, head and hands are, but those cov- 
ered by clothes are not. The latter are 
made of: carton pierre, which consists of 
strips of paper and linen pressed alternate- 
ly into the plaster moid, the inner side of 
the Jatter being lined in this manner toa 
thickness of about a quarter of an inch, 
This layer isthen pressed down by a thin 
coating of plaster, and when the carton 
thus formed is dry and ready to be taken 
out itisas hard as stone. If Indians, Af- 
ricans or other savages are to appear in a 
group their lightly clad bodies are cast in 
plaster, painted over with the color oftheir 
dusky skins. 

But to return to wax work proper. Pres- 
ident Lincoln's body, we see, is being re- 
produced in carton as rapidly as the lively 


lump Frenchwoman to whom the work 


intrusted can get the paper and linen 
into the mold. The mold of the head 
meanwhile goes to the room of the wax 
worker or cirier,as he is called, for the 
French produce the cleverest work in this 
line. Hlere it is filled with bot wax, and 
when the wax nearest the outside has 
cooled.and hardened, clinging to the inner 
side of the mold, the rest, still warm, is 
poured off, so that the wax head is hollow 
when it is taken out of the mold. 

It would be difficult at this stage to dis- 
cover mek resemblance to President Lin- 
coln, for (®e herd—hnirless, eyeless and 
colorless—looks exceedinuly ghastly. It 
is now that the cirier must show his skill, 
and put the appearance of life inte this 
corpselike face. His tools are of the sim- 
plest—a spatula and tome blunted needles 
set in small pieces of wood or matches— 
but with these be works wonders. Hair 
and beard, eyelashes and eyebrows are first 
put on, a most laborious task, forin a care- 

_ fully and well made bead each individual 
hair is pushed into the wax with the 


needle. 

After this a hole is punched through 
each eye and a ball, set on the end of a 
curved rod so that it will pass into the 
head from below, is heated and pressed 

against the eye from the inside. This pro- 
duces a hollow Into which glass eyes are 
set. Finally the heated spatula is used to 
trace wrinkles and crow’s feet, produce 
pimples, and the cracks in the lips, and to 
form teeth and tongue if the mouth ap- 
pears half open. The pores in the skin are 
produced by drawing lines*on the face 
across each other by means of a number of 
blunt needles set in a wooden handle. The 
shaven portions of the face are well indi- 
cated by dots of color pushed in with the 
needle, while for a bristly beard of recent 

wth short hairs are used. Lastly the 
ips are covered with colored wax, teeth, 
tongue and finger nails being indicated in 
the same way. 

So we see that there is work enough in 
the mere making of a wax figure, and that 
the work increases in proportion as more 
care and artistic skill is employed. _Furth- 
srmore, when a large group is te be made— 
like that of Columbus before Pérdinand 
and Isabella at the Eden Musee—the com- 
position (that is the relative position‘of the 
various figures) las to be carefully con- 
sidered. For this purpose pencil sketches 

are first made, and these are usually re- 

ated in a clay sketch, that is, a small 

s-relief in clay. This, though rough in 
execution, “blocked out’ as the sculptor 
says, nevertheless gives the artist a good 
Idea of the arrangement and general effect 
of the group. Only then, after careful con- 
sideration, is the modeling of the figures 


n. 

When the figures are finished there is 
still enough to be done. The figures must 
be dressed, furniture and other accessories 
must be selected and placed with care, the 
background prepared, the matter of effect- 
ive lighting carefully considered, and with 
all this the arrangement and color effect 
of the whole must be always kept in view. 

The matter of clothes presents not a few 
difficulties, even iu figures of modern peo- 
ple. Fashions change rapidly, and to be 

ct Lincoln must be dressed in the 
saibiataler style of loose coat and baggy 
trousers which was worn while he was 
president, nor would it do to put the Vir- 
ginia militiamen who are guarding John 
Brown on his way to execution into the 
uniform of a United States regular of to- 
day. But such costumes are not always 
easy to get, and foreign wnhiforms, even of 
the present time, are usually made in Eu- 
rope and imported. And even then errors 
willcreepin. For that group of» the Em- 
peror William I] of Germany, his wife the 
empress, and the little crown prince, the 
uniforms were made by the emperor's own 
tailor—the hofschneider, And then there 
are all those paraphernalia—belts, sashes, 
epaulets, ornaments, decorations, medals 
and all sorts of trappings—which are also 
generally bought abroad, so as to make 
gure that they are covrrect.—New- York

Mr. Power, the publisher, paid Mr. Moore 
for many years £500 per annuum for the ex- 
clusive right of publication of the “Melo- 
dies.”” Nor is it uninteresting—as per con- 
tra—in balancing merits and rewards to 
mark the amount (£8,000) paid for “Lallah 
Rookh,” in which the liberal conduct of 
the Mesars. Lonaman in acceding to the 
price without seeing a line of the poem-is 
the moet pleasing or remarkable feature of 
the transaction. 

Tle honorable generosity of Moore him- 
self in offering to Mesers. Longman to re- 
consider the terms of this agreement 
brought to this offer of Moore’s Longmwan’s 
reply, which is worthy of quotation: “We 
shall be most happy in the pleasure of 
serving you in February. We agree with 
you indeed that the times are most inaus- 
picious for ‘poetry and thousands,’ but we 
believe that your poetry would do more 
than that of any otber living poet at the 
present moment.’’

Sport for the Peary Party. 

Among the explorers, and among the 
members of the rellef expedition as well, 
the principal sport lay in the hunting of 
the walrus—a pastime that was dangerous 
as it was fascineting. The walrus is as 
plucky and full of fight when disturbed as 
the wildest tiger, and when a little band 
of hunters started out in their little whale- 
boat for such big game they were never 
positive of returning alive. In Rensselaer 
bay a party from the relief expedition em- 
barked with an Eskimo harpooner one day 
on a hunt for wairus, and they returned as 
badly scared as men well could be. They 
fired intoa herd of thirty walrus and killed 
one, when instantly the whole herd, with 
other herds that seemed to spring up like 
magic from all sides, charged flercely at 
the boat. 

The hideous brutes lashed the water into 
enormous waves, and, while the hunters 
fired charges from their Winchesters into 
them by the hundreds, made every effort 
to wreck the boat. One buge cow caught 
an oar between her teeth and snapped it 
like a reed, while another got her head and 
shoulders over the side of the boat, which 
dipped a volume of water and narrowly 
escaped capsizing. For fully an hour the 
fight contifthed hotly. Twenty walrus 
were killed. The water all about was dyed 
with blood, and the men were victors.—

Caught in His Own Trap. 

Something akin to the case of the engi- 
neer hoist with his own petard has hap- 
pened toa citizen who dwells inthe Rue 
Blomet. This person, who is evidently a 
man of much foresight and precaution, 
had hit upon avery ingenious system for 
the discomfiture of the enterprising bur- 
glar.
